LABOR INSTITUTIONS 


Loan to Lasco-Vanzetti De- 
fense Committee in Boston 
s Still Outstanding. 


New York, Sept. 27 (By A. P.). 
Charles Garland’s gift of $1,674.- 
000 to the American fund for pub- 
lic service has all been disposed of, 
and no new undertaking hereafter 
can. be considered by the board, it 
was announced today. 


Garland’s original gift in 1921 
amounted to $901,555, but_this was, 
increased by $650,700, due to the 
rise in value of the stock of the 
First National Bank, of this city, 


| which constituted half of the gift. 


Interest on the rest of the fund in- 
‘creased it still further. 

The money was given for public 
service after Garland had inherited 
it from his father, 
accept it for personal use because 
he disapproved of the manner in 
Which his father had acquired it. 

A total of $829,000 was given 
away outfight by the board in 
charge of the fund it was announced 
today, while $388,000 has been 
pledged for future payments to aid 
different causes. The remainder, 
$457,000, is owtstanding in loans 
to the same end.. It was pointed 
out that it was Garland’s wish to 
have the entire-sum disposed of in 
the shortest time possible. 


Enterprises Aided by Fund. 


Listed as among the enterprises 
which were aided largely by the 
fund during the past four years, and 
which further will be aided by the 
commitments for payment. to ex- 
tend over the next three years are: 
Brookwood Labor college, Katonah, 
N. Y., Labor Age, a monthly maga- 
zine; Pioneer Youth, an organiza- 
tion for workers’ children; the 
Rand school, research department, 
New York; the Federated Press, a 
labor press service of Chicago; 
Workers’. Education schools, con- 
ducted under the auspices‘ of the 
United Mine Workers in Pennsyl- 
vania and Illinois; the Workers’ 
Health bureau, New York city; Com- 
monwealth college, a workers’ 
school at Mena, Ark.; the educa- 
tional work of the Colorado and 
Wyoming Federations of Labor; 
Philadelphia Labor college, the 
Workers’ Party school, of New 
York; the Portland (Oregon) Labor 
college. 

The largest pledge ’_—itotaling 
$150,000 was the Brookwood 
Labor college. Numerous other 
enterprises also were listed as hav- 
ing been pledged aid for special 
work. They include the committee 
on militarism in education and the 
league for industrial democracy. 


Publishers Get Capital. 


Among various research. projects 
supported were studies of ‘‘Amer- 
ican imperialism,’’ employers’ tac- 
tics against. organized labor, and a 
legal historical study of injunctions 
in industrial conflicts. 

The Vanguard _-Press recently 
organized to ~publish inexpensive, 
standard books on radical and labor 
subjects for workers , was given a 
capital of $100,000 from the fund. 
It also was announced that $10,000 
in stock was bought in the Russian 
reconstruction farms, an enterprise 
to industrialize agriculture in the 
Caucacus. Stock amounting to 
$20,000 was bought in the Okla- 
homa Leader a weekly farm-labor 
paper. 

A sum for the Sacco-Vanzetti de- 
fense committee in Boston was 
among the larger loans listed as 
outstanding, but the amount was 
not given. Labor unions and labor 
publications also are among the 
receivers of loans from the fund.

In the course of his speech, Mr. 
Gibson said the American delega- 
tion had taken the position that 
limitations, to be practical, should 
be directed toward armaments 
which are in existence and which 
are therefore tangible and limit- 
able. It had discouraged efforts 
to calculate the potential economic, 
financial and industria! resources 
of one country as against those of 
another, because such elenfents 
were not susceptible to limitation.

There are now signs of genuine 
apprehension over the situation in 


China, and even those officials and 
diplomats who have had the most 
faith in the peaceful evolution of 
the Chinese problem admit they are 
uneasy and disturbed. Latest de- 
velopments, as reported to the State 
Department and cabled to the press, 
apparently show that the dreaded 
clash between certain foreign pow- 
ers and the controlling elements of 
a new radical or young China is 
likely to be precipitated before con- 
tending factions which are strug- 
gling to control the Peking govern- 
men can hope to settle their differ- 
ences. 

The protest which Mr. Chao Hsin- 
Chu made to the Geneva meeting of 
the League of Nations over the re- 
ported British bombardmnt of the 
Chinese town of Wanhsien looms 
up now a8 the chief warning of pos- 
sible grave eventualities. The un- 
usual method employed by the Chi- 
nese delegate in getting his protest 
before the world shocked some of 
the league diplomats and amused 
others, but the full text of Mr. Chao 
Hsin-Chu’s statement shows that he 
not only appealed to the league to 
take note of incidents which might 
lead to war, but added the warning 
that if the British forced the issue 


. or repeated the Wanhsien affair the 


Chinese would be ready to accept 
the challenge. 


Open Defiance to Britain. 


Thus, for the first time in a cen- 
tury, a spokesman for the Chinese 
people has openly defied the British 
government and coupled this defi- 
ance with a threat that China will 
know how to take care of herself 
if circumstances compel her to do 
so. What the future would bring 
forth if the British follow their 
proverbial policy of suppression and 
force is a matter about which diplo- 
mats here hesitate to even specu- 
late. But the clash if it should come 
would admittedly be far different 
from past instances where British 
pressure on the government at 
Peking automatically brought Chin- 
ese subjugation to British demands. 
There is no Peking government now 
that could yield on behalf of the 
Chinese people to the British or to 
any combination of powers.

The premier added that it was 
not to the interest of France to al- 
low uncertainty regarding the debt 
settlement to weigh for long upon 
French credit. He made it clear 
that the present government would 
resist any attempts of foreigners to 
obtain control over French affairs. 

‘‘We are observed from abroad 
with an attention that is not al- 
ways benevolent,’’ he said. “At 
times foreigners thought even of 
taking an indiscreet interest in our 
budget and expenditures. France, 
after a war which she did not pro- 
voke and after a victory she has 
paid for so dearly, will accept no 
trespassing upon her sovereignty 
and no encroachments on heg dig- 
nity. She is and will remain her 
own mistress.’’

‘Sensing a decline 
strength on the part of former 
Senator Jackson, of Wicomico 
county, Republican national com- 
mitteemen from Maryland; because 
of his alliance in the recent primary 
with Representative John Philip 
Hill, the friends of Representative 
Frederick N. Zihlman, chairman of 
the House district committee, are 
boosting him for-.the national com- 
mittee job.

It appears to be evident from 
what has been said since in the 
political whispering galleries of the 
Capital that the President has no 
desire to link his personal popu- 
larity with the party fights that 
are being made in every State in 
the Union. His advisers are said 
to be of the opinion that by follow- 
ing such a course he has every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain, 
since it is a foregone conclusion 
that some Democratic inroads will 
be made into prevailing Republican 
majorities in the House and Senate.

Cleveland, Sept. 7 (By A. P.).—

“Il believe in being generous in 
the extension of time within which 
to pay and the rate of interest to 
be charged,”’ he said, ‘‘but I am op- 
posed to the cancellation of the 
foreign debts due us.” 

Declaring that France, with her 

ancient enemy, Germany, dis- 
armed, ‘‘is still maintaining a stand- 
ing army of 700,000 men and is 
taxing her people not to pay her 
debts, but to add to her military 
equipment,’’ Mr. Pomerene said 
that to cancel her debts would 
correspondingly increase her credit, 
“and I fear as her credit is in- 
creased it will be employed for the 
purpose of adding to the war 
forces, rather than for the relief 
of the people. 
‘We are told that we are losing 
our markets abroad and those who 
would cancel our debts say that we 
would regain these markets if we 
cancel the debts. * * * My 
belief js that whether this debt is 
canceled or not Europe will buy 
where she can buy the cheapest and 
sell where she can get the best 
price for her product. 

‘We are not asking for a mort- 
gage on Europé, but are simply 
seeking to fund the debt as a pure- 
ly business proposition.”

MURDEROUS BANDITS. 


In a fight with four gangmen early Sunday 
morning two brave young police officers were 


seriously and perhaps fatally wounded. The 
officers had taken the four men into custody 
‘on suspicion, and were beguiled into accom- 
‘panying them toward a place where they said 
‘they had left their automobile. On the way 
to the spot two of the gangmen broke away 
‘and began shooting. After the fight ten persons 
‘were rounded up by the police, all of them 
‘suspected of complicity in recent acts of 
- banditry. 
' In view of the murderous nature of rob- 
beries committed of late ,in Washington and 
‘Vicinity, it is evident that the two police of- 
ficers made a mistake in not searching and dis- 
‘arming their four prisoners immediately after 
they were apprehended. The failure to do thi 
gave the crooks their chance. Nowadays, ap- 
parently, it is impossible for bandits to remain 
in good standing in their profession unless 
they shoot to kill on every opportunity, 
whether killing is necessary or not. 
Washington can be made the unhealthiest 
city in the United States for bandits. It is so 
situated that they can rarely escape if the po- 
lice are once on their trail. The police force 
should be instructed to be on guard against a 
‘more desperate kind of criminal than those 
with whom they. have had to deal heretofore. 
Officers must take nothing for granted. They 
“must be quicker on the trigger than their 
' ‘would-be murderers. The moment a suspected 
‘or pursued person shows fight he. should be 
shot. If any lives are to be lost in the war 
between society and crime let it be the lives 
of bandits. : 
In spite of their mistake in not disarming 
their prisoners, Officers Busch and Ach met 
the emergency with heroic courage when at- 
tacked. They fell, but only after wounding 
two of their assailants, and the fight led to the 
capture of other suspects. If either of these 
officers should die the charge of first degree 
murder should be pressed home against the 
asSassins. Every officer of the law in this city 
is put upon his mettle by this and other 
recent crimes of a murderous character. 


TOO MUCH INFORMATION, 


; The activities of the census bureau~-have 
been so extended during the last 30 years that 
‘the statistics gathered now cover almost every 
‘fleld of human endeavor, and with a few at- 
‘taghed and independent bureaus the govern-

Jope, 7,500; black and brown bears, 46,200; 
grizzlies, 5,600; moose, 6,000; mountain goats, 
17,000; mountain sheep, 12,000, and caribou, 
140. All of which indicates that. Uncle Sam 
is something of a stockman.

warfare. Among the machines that struck ter- 
ror to the hearts of the enemy was the tank, 
which figured so successfully during the last 
few months of the war. The United States 
army last week conducted experiments which 
tend to show that this one-time powerful 
weapon would be utterly valueless in the next 
war. Armored tanks during the late war were 
80 nearly invulnerable that their’execution in 
action was effective. Experts now have dem- 
onstrated in experiments that mines and ar- 
tillery as used today can stop this dreaded 
Weapon, and, when properly used, completely 
demolish it. Improved shells and explosives 
have done the work. 

The experimental work of the army, based 
upon the supposition that war again may come, 
is helping to maintain its fighting personnel 
at a high pitch.

is inevitable. The fine arts commis- 


sion, the public buildings commission and the 
park and planning commission are of one 
mind on the question of the necessity for a 
transfer of the activities of the retail market 
men to a location which will make it possible 
to carry out the building plans for the beauti- 
fication of Washington and the accommodation 
of the Federal departments. The various 
commissions which have jurisdiction over the 
location of the buildings which Congress has 
authorized have had many conferences with 
members of the cahinet whose departments are 
to be quartered in the new structures, and 
these conferences have emphasized the neces 
sity for the clearance of the market site, as 
now located, in order that suitable sites may 
be provided. 

Naturally the business men whose interests 
have been fixed for so many years in the 
vicinity of Seventh street and the Avenue do 
not take kindly to the idea of finding a loca- 
tion elsewhere. But they recognize the fact

eventually, and making a virtue of necessity 
they have reached an agreement, by a ma- 
jority. of nearly four to one, to recommend 
the midcity site as the best under the cir- 
cumstances. Excellent reasons were advanced 
for the selection of a location on the water 
front. But good as the argument for that 
section of the city appeared, those in favor 
of a site more easy to reach by the patrons 
of the market stalls seemed to the stall 
holders to outweigh all the others. 

It is not often that business men of so 
Many diverse interests can be persuaded to 
reach a harmonious agreement upon which 
an important matter as the location of a gen- 
eral marketing place, as appears to have been 
done in this instance. The dealers’ ask only 
that the commissions having control of the 
matter come to a definite conclusion with the

REVENUE RECEIPTS. 


Total revenue received by the government 
from the revenue laws ‘for the year ended 
June 30, 1926, exceeded the receipts of any 
year since 1920, amounting to $2,835,999,892. 
The total for the last fiscal year exceeded that 
of the preceding year by more than $251,800,- 
000. Of the total receipts more “than $1,900,- 
000,000 came from corporation and personal 
income taxes. Corporations last year paid 
$1,094,979,000, while individuals paid ap- 
proximately $879.124,000. It cost the govern- 
ment last year about $34,984,000 to collect this 
amount of taxes, or $1.23 for every $100 col- 
lected. : 

Consumers of cigars paid $38,852,000, and 
consumers of cigarettes paid $254,951,000. 
Automobile and motorcycle makers paid $138,- 
155,000. 

Surtaxes under the 1926 act were reduced 
from 40 per cent in excess of $500,000 to 20 
per cent in excess of $100,000. This reduction 
has had the effect of increasing revenue from 
this source. | 


HISTORY OUT OF FAVOR. 


Two eminent authorities, one a Fren¢hman 
of long acquaintance with the United States, 
and the other an American, agree in reporting 
to the American Historical association that 
history is read less in this country than it 
was 40 years ago. The Frenchman, M. Jean 
Jules Jusserand, former Ambassador at Wash- 
ington, regards this phase of neglect as no 
more than temporary, and asserts that it will 
pass when would-be historians remember ‘he 
fundamental principles of the genre. These 
principles, in his opinion, imply that history 
must conform to the truth and be made as 
interesting as life itself. The corollary to the 
latter statement is that students of history who 
fear to be interesting frighten away the public 


, by a dull display of their science. 


This view is confirmed By the American in- 
vestigator, John Spencer Bassett, professor of 
history at Smith college, who deplores the fact 
that, despite vastly greater opportunity made 
possible by a brilliant advance in teaching in 
schools and colleges, history is not in a better 
position with the men and women of this coun- 
try than ever before. He explains the anomaly 
by declaring that the old school of historians 
lacked the critical spirit and ignored person- 
ages and events that were not colorful, that 
they passed over things relating to everyday 
life as being too common to dignify the narra- 
tive, and that therefore much of/their work was 
superficial and has had to be rewritten by their 
successors, These successors, grounded in the 
scientific spirit, subordinate everything to 
truth, and the “information’’ method has made 
history dull. More imagination and greater 
charm of style are needed to infuse life and 
‘Interest into the dull, formless and boresome 


| exhibitions of the critical process. Indiffer- 
ence to rhetoric and carelessness about gram- | 
mar are no passports to the interest of the 
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public. hs ee ge 
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while,” he says, ‘‘to write what no one will 
ever read, and, if history is to fulfill its mis- 
sion, it must be read. If it is to be readable, it 
must be written for the reader in a form which 
attracts him. Otherwise history will be df 
vorced from life.”’ 

The truth of the matter, of course, is that 
real history is, in itself, far more interesting 
than fiction can ever be. If, through careless 
or inartistic presentation, it fails to appeal to 
the masses, the fault is not with the subject 
but with the writer who is “unequal to his’ 
function. If, for example, some stylist, with a 
capacity for research and the gift of imagina- 
tion, would take up the checkered career of 
Eleanor of Aquitaine, whose relations first 
with the King of France and afterward with 
Henry Plantagenet changed the course of his- 
tory for, several hundred years, he could 
scarcely fail to produce a narrative which for 
thrilling and gripping interest would eclipse 
ali the best sellers that were ever penned. And 
that is only one out of hundreds of themes 
that lend themselves to proper handlifg by the 
real historian. 


FORD'S FIVE-DAY WEEK. 


It is afinounced that a five-day week lence- 
forth is to be the standard for workers in 
Henry Ford’s factories. The statement from’ 
Ford headquarters tages the precaution to 
make it plain that this does not necessarily 
mean six days’ pay for five days’ work. Eight 
hours will remain the standard day’s work, 
without overtime. 

This radical change in working conditions 
is founded upon increased efficiency in ma- 
chinery and the development of the scheme 
of quantity production, which has been brought 
to such perfection in the numerous Ford 
plants. Mr. Ford himself says: “It is hoped 
that all workers will repay the extra day of 
leisure with effort warranting their being 
granted this extra emolument.’’ 

It is questionable whether any other indus- 
try in the country is so thoroughly organized 
and equipped and has so completely mastered 
the difficulties encountered in mass production 
as the Ford plants. Many other industries 
would be seriously crippled if compelled to 
produce its output on a five-day basis. At 
certain seasonal periods these concerns must 
operate overtime. 

While Mr. Ford does not appear to have 
raised the wage issue in his industrial ‘‘re- 
form,”’ it can not be denied that he has aroused 
intense interest among skilled mechanics and 
other workmen with respect to the number of 
hours of labor in the week. Can workmen, 
even when adequately paid and contented, pro- 
duce as much of a given commodity in five 
days as they can in five and a half or six days? 
And, again, how long would it be after the 
establishment generally throughout the coun- 
try of a five-day week, until the demand would 
arise for a six-day pay for labor performed on 
the new basis? 


INCREASING TRAFFIC FATALITIES. 

Either reckless driving on the streets of 
Washington is on the increase, or methods in 
force for the protection of traffic and pedestri- 
ans and apprehension of law violators are not 
adequate. The report of the census bureau 
published Monday shows there were twelve 
automobile fatalities in this city during the 
four*weeks ended September 12, as compared 
with only four for the same period one year 
ago. With the exception of San Francisco, no 
other large city shows such an increase in 
deaths due to automobile accidents. Since the 
first of the year there have been 66 automo- 
bile fatalities in Washington. “This is a condi- 
tion that ought not to be tolerated. 

The probabilities are that as the control of 
traffic by signal lights is extended accidents 
will become fewer, for the records show that 
those highways thus protected already figure 
with. much less frequency in police reports. It 
is unfortunate that extension of light signals 
on busy thoroughfares can not be carried on 
more expeditiously than now seems to, be the 
purpose of those in-authority. Protection of 
human life is the highest duty of the municipal 
authorities, and if ‘life is lost and property de- 
stroyed while officials haggle over minor dif- 
ferences relative to types and designs they 
must assume the responsibility. 

Washington is entitled to the best known 
method of soiteatiad traffic and protecting 
the people, and it is difficult to find a reason- 
able. excuse for delays that have occurred in 
the installation of such a system on all con- 
gested highways.

Profit and Loss By Sunshine. 


S the 1926 outdoor season 
A draws. to a close we may 

spend some time with profit 
in taking. stock of the effects of 
the exposure of the skin to dire¢t 
sunlight, so cha ies the vogue just 
now. 

Probably at no - time in the last 
100 years have men and women 
worn so few clothes and exposed 
so much of the skin to the light. 
Never has there been such a swim- 
ming vogue, and that embraces ex- 
posure on the beach as well.as time 
spent in the water. 

So far as the texture of the skin 
is concerned, perhaps the losses 
have equaled the gains. Prolonged 
exposure of the skin to sunlight 
and wind can cause cancer. Middle 
aged men and women with 
weatherbeaten s kin s—seamen, 
farmers and plainsmen—have a va- 
riety of skin cancer which is al- 
most peculiar to them. The pro- 
longed action of snow and water, 
of sun and wind, not only tans, but 
hardens and toughens the skin and 
brings about changes out of which 
mild skin cancer may develop. 

On the one hand, the present-day 
vogue has helped by decreasing the 
use of paints and powders and 
the skin of dirt and 
Some swimmers have used 
water insoluble paints, but many 
have preferred the appearance of 
the unpainted, water-cleaned skin, 

On the other hand, a deep tanning 
does not improve the texture of the 
skin, to say the_least.

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HEN it was first conceived, 
W hollow tile was a decided 

step forward in the evolu- 
tion of building, for it serves two 
purposes which are essential. It 
has its own width and strength to 
add to the wall, and its hollow 
chambers hold dead air which 
serves as insulation against heat 
and cold. 

The use of an air space between 
the outer and inner walls has 
been practiced since the earliest 
times by intelligent builders. You 
find it in wooden houses, in houses 
made with brick and houses built 
of stone. A blanket of dead air 
serves to keep a house cool in sum- 
mer and warm in winter, and is a 
deterrent against the passage of 
dampness. Sometimes this insula- 
tion is produced with building 
boards of building fabrics. In the 
hollow tile house the air spaces are 
an integral part of the wall struc- 
ture when the hollow tile is laid up. 

Because of its shape and size it 
can be used to form any thickness 


“, 


of wall or partition. Studs are 
nailed against it for the inside 
walls, and’on ‘these studs laths or 
expanded metal form a background 
for the plaster coat. Outside, the 
hollow tile may be finished with 
stucco or cement, or be. given &a 
brick facing. 

While a hollow tile house may 
seem more expensive than other 
types of construction, it repays the 
extra investment in the life and 
service it renders the home owner. 
There is permanency to it. It can 
be quickly laid up, and when once 
in place, it performs its function of 


insulating the house with singular

Face’ evolved into a delightful en? 
tertainment, and the threatened 
sentimentality developed into 
charming. sentiment. 

The plot of “First Love’’ is re- 
freshingly naive and is 80 simply 
presented, without the employment 
of counterplot or subplot, that for 
two acts it is intangible and ele- 
mentary. Then comes that corus- 
cant third—a solid hour during 
which three people hold the stage 
almost continuously and develop a 
romantic comedy of the most en- 
‘gaging freshness, humor and origi- 
nality. 

It has been many seasons since 
Miss Fay Bainter has had a play 
that afforded her such excéllent ma- 
terial as ‘‘First Love,’’ and al- 
though this reviewer-is not forget- 
ful of her initial New York triumph 
in “‘Arms and the Girl,’ her sub- 
sequent phenomenal prosperity in 
“Kast Is West,’’ and her notable 
success d’estime in ‘“‘The Willow 
Tree,’’ nevertheless the opinion is 
ventured that she has never before 
even a performance of such va- 

riety, sincerity, sparkling comedy 
and appealing pathos as that of 
Maica, the young Roumanian medi- 
cal student, who endeavored to 
‘sell herself’’ to a wealthy baron 
in order that her sweetheart may 
not be forced to sell himself into a 
loveless marriage to please an ob- 
durate father. 

The experienced actor or actress 
well knows the pitfalls of a -third- 


‘act monologue revealing all that 


has occurred in a prologue, which 
is not presented. Such a mono- 
logue is the crux of ‘First Love,’’ 
and it is given with a flash of ge- 
nius by Miss Bainter—in exactly 
the true key, with faultless tempo 
and with searching sincerity. 

Mr. Bruce McRae, who enjoys the 
distinction of having been leading 
man-to more feminine luminaries 
of the stage than any other Ameri- 
can actor,’ gives a capital perform- 
ance as the baron, who is invited 
by the young Roumanian “‘princess’’ 
to become her purchaser. His char- 
acterization lends a dignity to the 
role which the author has hardly 
provided, either in the situations or 
the dialogue. His closing scene is 
handled with great discretion and 
restrain. 

The third performance of out- 
standing excellence in ‘‘First Love’’ 
is given by that extraordinary char- 
acter actor and _ stage. director. 
George Marion, who, while Mr. 
McRae has been playing straight

Than Southworth; Douthit and Combs 
on Par But Meusel Shades Hafey.

HEN Babe-Ruth, the greatest figure of baseball today, 
takes his position in right field next Saturday, when the 


New York Yankees and the St. Louis Cardinals clash in the first 
game of the 1926 world series, the home run king will set a new 
major league mark by playing in his seventh world series. Babe 
without a doubt will be the outstanding player of this classic. 


The Babe has had a great come- 
back year, batting for a .372 aver- 
age to gain second honors of the 
league, being beaten out only by 
Heinie Manush, successor of the 
great Ty: Cobb. While compiling 
this average, the Bambino has ac- 
counted for a total of 184 hits, in- 
cluding 30 doubles, 5 triples and 47 
circuit drives. 

He has also shown some speed on 
the bases, being credited with 12 
thefts, two of which were of the 
home plate. He igs also credited 
with the most runs scored by a 
single player in the league this year, 
and without a doubt has been given 
more free tickets to the initial sack 
than any other player. 

Besides his great offensive rec- 
ord, which gives the Yanks the big 
edge in this position, Ruth has 
made but 7 miscues in accepting 
528 chances for an average of .978. 
Though handicapped by illness dur- 
ing some of the games he played, 
his left arm has been continually 
in form and his rifle throws to the 
plate have cut down many runners, 
while others have been content with 
singles on drives hit to right, where 
they would have taken chances of 
advancing had another player but 
Ruth -heen in that position.

Coniiiadanentt in Proclama- | 


tion, Cite Huge Loss of 
Life and Property. 


The commissioners yesterday 
issued a proclamation asking the 
people of the District to cooperate 
during fire prevention week, begin- 
ning October 3, to reduce the toll 
of damage by fire. The text of the 
proclamation follows: 

“The President of the United 
States, having designated the week 
beginning Sunday, October 3, as 
fire prevention week within the 
United States, the commissioners of 
the District of Columbia do hereby 
call upon all citizens of the Capital 
to give serious thought to the pre- 
vention of unnecessary fire loss 
which each year takes its terrible 
toll of life and property. 

“During the calendar year 1925 
in the United States $570,000,000 
in property and thousands of lives 
were unnecessarily destroyed by 
fire, and, to the end that this 
steadily mounting drain upon the 
resources of the nation may be de- 
creased to a minimum, it behooves 
all good citizens to lend their ald. 

‘‘The commissioners earnestly re- 
quest therefore that the subject be 
brought forcibly to the attention of 
the public press, the pulpit, the va- 
rious civic, business and other or- 
ganizations in the District and by 

all whose natural interest in the 
welfare of the city should prompt 
them to take part.’’

American Conferees to 
Meeting Here. 


TO PREVENT PLAGUES 


Sessions Continue Todas and 
Tomorrow; Coolidges to 
Receive Guests. 


In the presence of the diplomatic 
corps of the Latin-American re- 
publics and a score of high United 
States government officials the in- 
session of the first Pan- 

conference of national 
directors of public health was held 
in the Pan-American union build- 
ing yesterday. 

National public health directors 
from 18 of the 21 Pan-American 
republics attended the conference 
which will continue in session to- 
day and tomorrow. The most ef- 
fective means of combating the 
spread of infectious diseases in the 
American republics is the principal 
purpose of the gathering. 

The conference went into execu- 
tive session yesterday afternoon fol- 
lowing the formal opening exercises 
of the forenoon to consider a sani- 
tary code which has been recom- 
mended for adoption by all of the 
21 American nations. This code, 
which was approved at the seventh 
Pan-American sanitary congress, 
held in Havana, Cuba, in 1924, has 
already been accepted by seven of 
the republics, including the United 
States, and is being considered by 
the other Latin-American nations. 
One of the objectives of the cur- 
rent conference is to have this code 
adopted by all 21 nations. 

Grew Gives Welcome. 

“Torch bearers in the fleld of the 
Science of Health’ was the, way 
which Undersecretary of State 
Joseph C. Grew characterized the 
delegates in welcoming them at the 
opening session

welcome were, also made by Sur- 
geon General Hugh 8S. Cumming, 
chief of the United States public 
health service, and by Dr. L. 8. 
Rowe, director-general of the Pan- 
American Union; Surgeon General 
Cumming, who is director of the 
Pan-American sanitary bureau un- 
der whose joint auspices with the 
Pan-American, Union, the confer- 
being held, presided (as 
chairman and was later in the day 
elected permanent presiding officer. 

The surgeon general, in sum- 
'marizing the results of interra- 
tional cooperation in public health 
matters, declared that ‘“‘health au- 
'thorities are now able to provide a 
maximum of protection against the 
spread of such diseases as plague. 
cholera, yellow fever, typhus fever 
and the smallpox with the imposi- 
tion of the minimum of restrictive 
quarantine measures.’’ He declared 
that on account of the rapidly in- 
creasing population and increased 
transportation facilities for the mi- 
gration of people, ‘‘constant vigi- 
lance is necessary to prevent our 
pestilential diseases from repeating 
the ravages of the past.”’ 

In addition to the prevention o* 
the spread of disease the sanitary 
code that the conferees are seek- 
ing to have adopted by all Pan- 
American countries provide for the 
gathering and interchange of mor- 
tality statistics, acceptance and pro- 
motion of sanitary measures be- 
tween the 21 republics, classification 
of ports according to sanitary con- 
ditions prevailing and other regula- 
tions, 


Plan Tour Today. 


Reports dealing with the organ- 
ization and administration of pub- 
lic health work in the Latin-Amer- 
ican countries were presented and 
discussed at the evening session 
last night. 

This morning the delegates will 
inspect the hygienic laboratory of 
the United States public health 
service to study what this country 
is doing in fighting disease. They 
will also visit one of the leading 
dairy plants to see how milk is 
treated and handled. Formai ses- 
sions \ilf be resumed this after- 
noon.
